Provisional Government is Probably 


Firmly Entrenched-

to take the public into its connilet\ce on 
the Hawaiian question.

The f nut i* that those in the confidence 


of tbe administration have felt and ex- 
pressed the utitiuBt a-thurauee that the 
Australia would bring u«w» that JX-Queeu 
Llliuokaliml hod already been restored to 
the trhroue. 
Ast-er ions aa to Minister 
Willis' instruction^ 
have bei-n almost 


wholly iufeienc'-s fi oin this and from tbe 
expressions in Secretary Gresham's pub- 
lished letter. 


Tbe information as to these instructions 


was received from what wai believed to be 
thoroughly trustworthy authority. 
This 


was that Minister Willis WHS to seek to 
liduce the provisional government to give 
a/ay to the restoration of tbe ex-queen, but 
was to employ no force, waiting for fur- 
ther instructions if he fauna it necessary. 


It Is possible that Minister Willis has 


become convinced to his entire satisfaction, 
without having laid tbe mtitter before 
President Dole, that the provisional govern- 
ment cauuoc be displaced without force, 
and ao has determined to wait for further 
instructions. 
It seems certain, at all 


events, that President Dole had no sus- 
picion when the Australia sailed that it 
was the purpose of Minister Willis to re- 
Btoro the queen. 


More GtteMiworlr. 


It has been the chief fear of the friends of 


the provisional government in this coun- 
try that, in its ignorance of public senti- 
ment here aud the first shock of the 
threatened action by th« United States, it 
would jield Us authority. It ia true, how- 
ever, that for some time past the provi- 
sional government bas abandoned all hope 
of favorable action by tbe present admin- 
istration towards annexation and has buen 
considering means to put itself on a per- 
manent footing. 
It may be that the public and press have 


come to a wrong conclusion as to the ex- 
tent of Minister Willis' instructions. 
They have supposed thut Secretary Greafo- 
am's letter declaring what he thought 
ought to be done and President Cleve- 
land's declaration that be agreed with tbe 
secretary's opinion ineaut that they bad 
determined to proceed with what they de- 
clared ought to be done. 


Some people believe that the publication 


must have been intended as an appeal to 
public opinion for information a* to .the 
course to pursue. The ouoice seems to lie 
between this opinion and the one that 
Minister Willis has found it impracticable 
to carry out instructions to restore the 
queen without using means be was not 
prepared to employ. 


It is considered that the chances of ac- 


tion by Minister Willis to restore the queen 
will be lessened after the news of the re- 
ception accorded Secretary Gresham's let- 
ter in this country is read in the islands. 


WillU Weakened, 


A prominent Democratic senator, a mem- 


ber of the foreign relations committee, 
wbo declined to permit the use of his 
name, said last night: 


"It seems very clear to me that Mr. Wil- 
lis has encountered a state of affairs In 
Hawaii which he had not been led to ex- 
pect and wbicb bis instructions did not 
cover. He found evidently when he reached 
the islands that the provisional govern- 
ment was disposed tp> withstand all over- 
tures for tbe restoration of the queen, and 
far better prepared tban bad been sup- 
posed to resist any pressure to replace her 
upon the throne. I have private advices 
of the best character that President Dole 
has a well-equipped force of 400 or 600 men 
who will stanJ by tbe present government 
to tbe utmo.it limit. - 


"Now I think tbe inference is justified 
that when Minister Willis found this 
well-equipped and determined force, and 
when he dincovered that the feeling of tbe 
intelligent people of the island WHS favor- 
able to the present government, be weak- 
ened in his determination to reseat the 
queen upon her throne. If, indeed, the 
Dole administration displayed a determi- 
nation to maintain its position by force of 
arms, there was nothing for Mr. Willis to 
do but change his plans and ask for further 
instructions. 


"To liavt> persisted In landing the 


marines for the purpose of forcing a change 
of government would have been an act of 
war, pure and simple, and no sane man 
can believe that President Cleveland ever 
contemplated any su'ch move as that. 


"I see that som e of the newspapers have 


put this construction upon what they con- 
sider the president's instructions, but it 
must be borne in mind that these Instruc- 
tions have never been made public." 


Tbe senator expressed the view that the 


islands ought to be annexed to the United 
States, and said their government could 
be made simple and easy by constituting 
the m a part of the state of California.

the revolutionist committee relied upon 
American troops to protect them in this 
act of rebs-Uiou; that Minister Stev«n» 
recoaniz d the provisional goveramaut ac- 
cording to « preco iceived program be- 
fore that government had obtained posses- 
sion of the departments ana military 
power at Honolulu, and tbat the mihUiry 
po*er was surrendered as the queen sur- 
rendered— only through SWK of the superi- 
ority of the United States.

On Wednesday last, it ia alleged that 


I Mrs. Marden cruellv beat and abua»d Ber- 
tha. BlowH were delivered all over the 


j child's b«^y. 
JN^t cor>»uted with the 


beating. Mm Mai-den stuped the cloth 


j ing from the child in order to prevent her 
leaving tbe house. 
The suffering child, watching her oppor 


tunity, clothed herself in a few rags aud 
escaped into the woods. Tbe scantily clad 
and bruised girl wandered about, -not 
daring to vepture out of the woods until 
nightfall, when she found her way to the 
house of a kindly neighbor, John David- 
son.She was nearly naked, only a few rags 
•Unglng to her half trozen body. She bad- 
no shoes, and her feet, wera cut, bleeding 
and nearly frozen. The neighbors who 
cared for her were obliaed to soak tbe ragi 
from the bruises on the child's body and 
limbs. 
According to the story of Mr. Mardeu, 


the girl's father, seven men in disguise 
rapped at bis door early Sunday morning. 
Mar>Jen responded to the knock. 
He waa 


seized by the men and carried by force to 
the Squam river, a few rods from th« 
boose, where he was thrown into tbe 
chilly waters aud received a severe drench* 
iag-While this waa going on other* of the 
"white cap" brignde seized Mrs. .Varden 
who was attired only in a nightdress, 
placed a rope around her neck and dragged 
her, out of the house into tbe road. She 
was given a severe drubbing. 


Than the "white caps" disappeared aa 


mysteriously as they came. 
Marden is 


trying to find and identify them.

BOSTON, Nov. 20.— Joseph Messer, a cook 


in the Boston Industrial home, Harrison 
avenue and Davis street, was stabbed by 
George Johnson, a fellow employe, Satur- 
day evening. 
The deed waa the result ot a quarrel and 


was commi tted with a long knife. Messer 
was wounded in the lung, and died on the 
way to the hospital. Johtmon was looked 
up by the police. 
Messer was a Scotchman, about 50 years 


old, and had worked off and on at the 
home during the past year. Johnson, wbo 
la about 25 y«ars old, has been employed 
at the place in various capacities during 
the past six months. 


When Johnson made his appearance at 


the home be represented that he was un- 
fortunate and out of work, and his case 
being fully understood by the officials aa 
due pretty much to' his love for liquor, he 
was given shelter. He kept sober for some 
time, but had recently "broken out" again. 
He was intoxicated when he stabbed 
Measer. 


Tbe tragedy, from all the information at 


hand, seems 10 have grown out otan alter- 
cated aggravated 
and 
precipitated by 


Johnson in his drunken condition. In the 
absence of that preme titation common to 
murders ot tbe most henious order, It ia 
not unlikely that the killing of Messer will 
resolve 
itself 
into a case of 
man-

Whereas, Tbe )nw of 1892 was enacted to render 
operative the law of 1868, winch has been vio- 
lated witu,impunity by the government officials 
and contractors, and the amended law was nap- 
ported to cover delects m the original law by 
making it more explicit as regards government 
officials aud applicable to contractors; and 
Whereas, The amended law of 18'J2 is being 
openly violated by government officials, contrac- 
tors and sub-contractors, and tin opinion of the 
former attorney general of the United Stut.es is 
being used aa authority lor violating the law, 
said opinion being contrary to the spirit and in- 
terest of the taw, therefore be it 
Resolved, That we call upon oar senators Mid 
representative* to institute inquiues Into all vio- 
lations ot the law; and be it further 
Itasolved, That we call upon congress,If present 
law is proven, as claimed by government officials 
and contractors, to either ami-lid the present law 
so as to make it effective or enact a new law 
•which shall be effective, and if not defective.then 
to require the law to be carried into full forco 
by the officials of the government whose duty 
It ia to carry out the laws enacted by congress. 


The meeting then adjourned.

Accused of 


*>•» Murdering Leamon. 


A REVIEW OP THE CRIME COM- 


MITTED LAST YEAR. 


It Puzzled the Policemen at the 


Time.

Story of the Crime. 


It will be remembered that this murder 


lias the sensation of thin vicinity for 
months. 
Detectives were employed, re- 


wards were offered, the whole police force 
worked hard and long on the case, but 
nothing resembling a clue resulted. 


Collins Leamau was a barber who had 


rooms in Satucket block on Main street in 
this city. He was an Jaonest and indus- 
trious man, and bad a wife and two chil- 
dren, and resided on West Elm street. 


On the night of April 28, 1892, Leaman 


left his rooms about 10 o'clock. He was 
club-footed, and bis walk homeward was 
necLSsarily slow. West Elm street is a 
Bue residential section, but at that time 
the street, after passing the causeway 
which runs across the Howard pond, was 
only dimly lighted by incandescent lamps. 


On tbe right, just beyond the pond, a 


new street, now known as Lexington 
street, led to the right from West Elm 
street, and before reaching it Leaman had 
to pass under tbe shadow of trees. 
Here 


he was assaulted and probably rendered 
insensible. He was robbed of two watches 
and u small amount of money—all posses- 
sions of any value about bis person—and 
then dragged aroucid the corner into Lex- 
ington street and thrown down an em- 
bankment some eight feet high, where he 
apparently laid for some time unconscious. 


Later two men passing up West Elm 


street heard a call for help, and looking 
over a picket fence into the field where 
Lex man had been thrown, they saw Iiitn 
in a dazed condition attempting to find a 
place where he could gee through the 
fence around the end of which he had been 
dragged. 
Died tbe Next Day. 


He was helped to reach the street and 


taken to bis home, but coutd give no state- 
ment of the facts of the assault, except to 
vaguely repeat that some one struck him. 
His injuries were found to be of a critical 
nature, his skull being fractured by one 
or more terrible blows, and he soon sank 
into a wholly unconscious state, from 
which be never rallied, and death ensued 
during the next forenoon. 


Witnesses were found who heard some- 


thing of the'uoi*e of the assault, but who 
did not at that time realize what it was. 
The city authorities offered a lartfa reward 
for information which would lead to the 
capture and conviction of the murderer or 
murderers. Detectives were employed and 
many suspected persons were shadowed, 
and every effort was made to detect the 
authors of the atrocious crime, bnt with- 
out success. 


Nearly 10 months have passed since tbe 


murder, and meanwhile City Marshal 
Chase and the officers of his force have 
beeu quietly and persistently at work to 
defect tbe criminals. Tbe belief has pre- 
vailed that the deed was committed by a 
man or men wbo knew Leaman and wen 
familiar with tbe rente over which he must 
pnssto reach bis home, and wbo knew 
that he would probably carry with him 
whatever money and valuables be pos- 
sessed.

York concern, and If he will testify to the 
court ad he did to the police about what 
these three men told him when they bad 
been di inking, it looks more than probable 
that justice will aft -r 18 months overtake 
tbe guilty.

It seems . certain, at all 


events, that President Dole hud no sus- 
picion when the Australia sailed that it 
WHS the purpose of Minister Willis to re- 
store the queen. 


More Gnosswork. 


It has been the chief fear of the friends of 


tbe provisional government in tbis coun- 
try thut, in its ignorance of public senti- 
ment here aud the. first, shock, of tne 
threatened action by th«'UDited States, it 
would jiuld ita authority.. It is true, how- 
ever, that for some .time past the provi- 
sional government has abandoned all hope 
of favorable action by.the present admin- 
istration towards annexation and has byen 
considering means to put itself on a per- 
muneut footing. 


It may be that the public and presi have 


come to a wronff conclusion as to the ex- 
tens of Minister Willis' instructions. 
They have supposed thnt Secretary Greah- 
arn'a letter declaring what be thought 
ought to be done and President Cleve- 
land's declaration that he agreed with tbe 
secretary's opinion meant that they bad 
determined to proceed with what they de- 
clared ought to be done, 
. Some people believa that the publication 
roust have been intended as an appeal to 
public opinion for information as to_tbe 
course to pursue. The choice seems to lie 
between this opinion and the one that 
Minister Willis has £ound it impracticable 
to carry out instructions to restore the 
queen without using 'means he was not 
prepared to employ, 
- - 


It is considered that the chances of ac- 


tion by Minister Willis to restore the queen 
will be lessened after tbe news of the re- 
ception accorded Secretary Gresham's let- 
ter in this country is read'in the islands. 


1V111IB Weakened, 


A prominent Democratic senator, a mem- 


ber of the foreign relations-committee, 
who declined to permit the use of his 
came, said last night: 


"It seems very clear to mo that Mr. Wil- 


lis has encountered a state of affairs in 
Hawaii which he had not been led to ex- 
pect and which his instructions did not 
cover. Ho found evidently when he reached 
the islands that the provisional govern- 
ment was disposed $o withstand all over- 
tures for the restoration' of the queen, and 
far better prepared than had been sup- 
posed to resist any pressure to replace her 
upou tbe throne. I hive private advices 
of the best chntucter that President Dole 
has a well-equipped force of 400 or 500 men 
who will stan.l by the present government 
to the utmost limit. - 


"Now I think tbe inference is justified 


thnt when Minister Willis found this 
well-equipped and determined force, and 
when he dixcovered that the feeling of the 
intellignnt people of the island wns favor- 
a-ble to the present Roverument, he weak- 
ened in his determination to reseat the 
queen upon her throne. If, indeed, the 
Dole adrninistrntion displayed a determi- 
nation to maintain its position by force of 
arms, there was nothing for Mr. Willis to 
do but change his plans and ask for further 
instructions, 


"To have persisted . i n ' landing the 


marines for the purpose of forcing a change 
of government would have been au act of 
war, pure and simple, and no "sane man 
can believe that Presicieut Cleveland ever 
contemplated any su'cn move as that, 


"I see that some of the newspapers have 


put tbis construction.upon what they con- 
sider tbe cresident's instructions, but it 
must be borne in mind that these instruc- 
tions have never been made public."

Collins Leiimau was a barber who had 


rooms in Satucket block on Main street in, 
this city. He was an iionest and iudus- 
Irious m.-m, and had a wife and two chil- 
dren, and resided on West Elm street. 


On'the night'ot April 20, 1892, Leaman 


left his rooms about 10 o'clock. He was 
club-footed, und his walk homeward was 
neci'ssarity slow. "West Elm street is a 
fine residential section, but at that time 
the street, after passing the ' causeway 
which runs across the Howard'pond, was 
only dimly lighted by incandescent limps. 


On the right, just beyond iho pond, a 


new street, now known as Lexington 
street, led to the right from West Elm 
street, and before reaching it Leamaa had 
to pass under the shadow of trees. 
Here 


he wus assaulted and probnbly rendered 
insensible. He was robbed of two watches 
and a small amount of money—all posses- 
sions of-any value about his person—and 
then dragged around the corner into Lex- 
ington street and thrown down "an em- 
bankment some olffbt feet high, where he 
apparently laid for some time unconscious. 


Later two men passing up West Elm 


street heard a call for help, and looking 
over a. picket fence into the field whera 
Leunmn had been thrown, they -saw him 
in a dnzed condition attempting to find a 
place where -he could get through the 
fence around the end of which he had been 
dragged. 
Died Hie .Next Day. 


He was helped to reach the'street and 


taken to his home, but could give. DO state- 
ment of the facts of the assault, except to 
vaguely repeat that some one struck him. 
His injuries were found to be.ol a critical 
natute, ,.his skull being 'fractured by ona 
or more terrible blows, and he soou sank, 
into a wholly 'unconscious state, from 
which he never'rallied,' and death ensued 
durjnjr the next forenoon. 


Witnesses were .found who heard some- - 


thing of tbe'iioise.df the.assault,: 'but who 
did not at ihat time realize whatdt was. 
The city authorities offered a larse reward 
for information which would lead to the 
capture and conviction of .the murderer or 
murderers. Detectives were employed and 
many suspected persons wero, shadowed,' 
nud every effort was made to detect tho 
authors of the atrocious crime, but with- 
out success. 


Nearly 10 months have passed since the 


murder, and meanwhile City Marshal 
Chase and the officers oC his force have 
been quietly and persistently, at .work to 
detect the criminals. The belief has pre- 
vailed that tho deed was .committed, by a 
man or nii'n who knew Learnan and were 
familiar with the route over which he must 
pugs to reach his home, and who knew, 
that he would probably carry wilh him 
whatever money and valuables he pos- 
sessed.

The 
weather which has just visited the coasts 
ot England, Scotland And Ireland la tbe 
most Mvore in many yearn. 


Dispatches received from Banif aay 
that tbe seashore for 30 miles to strewn 
frith the wreckage of three vessels. 


The schooner Pioneer of Hull was the 
first vessel stranded on Friday evening. 
Bhe was carried over the rocks and cast on 
the sand; her crew were savea la their own 
boat. 
, At Grangemonth the J>arkent|ne Betty 
sjras wrecked on the rocks, but the crew 
Were saved. An unknown steamer was 
next wrecked on the headland and soon 
went to pieces.

In Lough Foyle two wrecks are reported.

During these rescues the 
coast guardsmen brought ashore tbe sen- 
of the Vulture, Bessie and the four men 
saved from the Cintra. 


Late on Saturday evening the steamer 


Roaedale entered the harbor of St. Ives, 
but after letting go her anchors both, 
chains carried away end she drifted to- 
wards the rocks and stranded. The coast- 
guardsmen managed to rescue the crew. 


Considerable anxiety is expressed for the 


aafety of the crews of a hundred fishing 
boats which were last seen being driveu 
northward by the force of the gale.

of the severity of the gale, which has been 
accompanied there by a heavy snowstorm. 
Several fatalities and numerous oases of 
Injury are reported at Waterford. Carrick- 
fergus. Belfast, Kewry and Sklbbereen. 
Hundreds of fishing boats are missing and 
wrecks are repotted; in addition the har- 
bora arc Ailed with weather-bound vessels.

During the height of the gale Saturday

•hole alive. The Hampshire belonged to 
Glasgow and was of SB07 registered tons, 
She left Liverpool on Thursday last and 
was going to Cardiff for coal.

commanded by Captain Weir. 
Such was 


the fury of the gale she encountered that 
the stonuoer became almost unmanageable 
from the outset; the boles were torn from 
the stanchions to which a spar crank head 
was fastened, loosening the latter and 
causing it to penetrate the ship's aide. 
The coastgnardsmea of Sc. Ives have 


already since th» commencement of the 
gale rescued «9 seamen and officers by 
means of the rocket apparatus. 


Many vessels have sought shelter, badly 
damaged under the ledge of high, jutting 
cliffs of tbe channel, and at least two ves- 
sels are known to have bean lost on the 
Goodwin sands. The Deal lifeboats went 
to the assistance of one of the crews of 
these vessels, but were compelled to re- 
turn without having been able to rescue 
any of the endangered seamen, an both ves- 
sels disappeared before the lifeboats eould 
g«t alongside ot them. 
Nine vessels were stranded between 


Grimsby and Cleethorps on Saturday, and 
two of these were dashed to pieces during 
the night. So fearful was the sea that the 
lifeboat was unable to leave the harbor, 
though Its crew made several attempts to 
•o so, and lost their coxswain during one 
of these attempts.

a maximum speed of 26.3 knots. And this 
in spite of difficulty with two of her holl- 
ers, which required repeated vexatious 
•lowlngjdown. 


Secretary Herbert, speaking of the Col- 
umbia's trial, said: "We bad expected a 
run of 23 knots, but this surpasses our ex- 
pectations. I think that she is by all odds 
the fastest cruiser afloat, with the possible 
exception of the Kalserin Augusta of Ger- 
many, of which vef sel I have heard reports 
.of a greater speed, but of which I have no 
official information. 


"I think if this trial had taken place In 


England, whtro they have a measured 
course, tbe speed would have been con- 
siderably greater, possibly a knot." 


In conclusion, the^eeretary said that he 


considered this a fair trial of the vessel, 
and that she WAS a great acquisition to the 
growing American navy. Other navy de- 
partment officials were very happy at the 
result.

TRAINS COMING OFF. 


Boston and ntalqe System to Make a Biff 


Cat Iti Kxpeimen. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., Nov. 20.—The Boston 


and Maine Railroad company will make a 
sweeping reduction in Us train service on 
tbe various divisions. 
About 40 trains 


will be cancelled on all of the divisions 
whioh this company operates. 


Eight will be taken off the western di- 


vision, eight off the. eastern division, seven 
»ff the Lowell'division, and the others oft 
the other divisions. For some time the 
managers of the company have been keep- 
ing a record1 of trains that were not pay- 
ins, and those trains are now to ba can- 
celled. 


It is estimated that by this cutdown in 


trains over 3000 miles per day will ba 
saved, with a reduction In running ex- 
penses of $2000 per day. 


The managers have also discharged all 


tbe men in their employ tbat could be 
possibly spared. It is claimed tbat both 
passenger and freight business is increas- 
ing, and the business outlook promises to 
be as good as ever within two months. 


Some of the section men have baen dis- 


charged from each section, and a general 
discharge made ot men in the various 
shops and crews where they could be 
spared. There are about 12,000 names on 
the payroll of the Boston and Maine sys- 
tem.

Many Heroic Eesoues Made by the 


Coast Guard. 


•XOSTJOS; Nov. 20.—Up to Sunday at 
least 134 lives are 'known to hnvo been lost 
during tho gale which hao swept over tho 
British coasts, and ID addition the crews of 
several boats arc etill missing.' The 
weather which has just visited tho coasts 
of England, Scotland and Ireland is the 
most severe in. mac; years. 


Dispatches received 
from Banff say 


that the seashore for 30 miles is strewn 
jvlth the wreckage of three vessels. 


The schooner Pioneer of Hull was the 


first vessel stranded on Friday evening. 
She WAS carried over the rocks and cast on 
the sand; her crew were saved la their own 
boat. 
. At Grangemputu the barkentine Betty 


;wos wrecked on the rocks, butthecrew 
•were saved. An unknown steamer was 
melt wrecked on tho headland anil soon 
went to pieces. 


'Wreckage inscribed Grnngemouth has 


been washed nsnore with a quantity of fit- 
tings, and It is also reported that several 
fishing beats have been lost o£E the -satno 
spot. 


In Longh Foyle two wrecks are reported. 
The A. C. Beaoe, from Miramichi,. N. 


B., which stranded at Malin-Herid, 'Done- 
gal, lost her captain and seven of her crow. 


The bark Lancefleld is ashore near Mo- 


TiJlc. 


Three vessels have been wrecked nenr 


Ixiith, causing the loss, however, of only 
one lite. 


The Storm's Awful Power. 


Some ideu of the force of the gale can be 


gathered from the fact thnt two heavy 
railrond engines were blown off the tract 
near Iverness, blocking nil traffic north. 
"Wrecking; trains sent out have nob since 
been heard from, so it is supposed that the 
•work has been impeded by the fall of 
snow. 


Three yachts nnd two coasting vessels 


are ashore near Grcenock. 


Only foiir of the 1'J members of tbe 


crew of the steamer Cintra, which was 
•wrecked near St. Ives, Cormvnll, escaped. 


The coeac guard hag been on tho alert, 


night and dny, all along the beach since 
Friday evening, and many exciting res- 
cues by means of the rocket apparatus 
are reported. 
During these rescues the 


coast guardsmen brought ashore tho sen- 
of the Vulture, Bessie and the four men 
saved from the Cintra. 


Lato on Saturday evening the steamer 


Kosednle entered the harbor of St. Ives, 
but after letting go her anchors both 
chains carried away and she drifted to- 
wards the rocks and stranded. The coast- 
guardsrnen managed to rescue the crew. 


Considerable anxiety is expressed for tho 


safety of the crews of a hundred fishing 
boats which were last seen being driven 
northward by the force of the gale. 


From.ail parts of Ireland coma reports 


of tbe severity of the gale, which has been 
accompanied there bya heavy snowstorm. 
Several fatalliiea and numerous cases, of 
Injury ore reported at Waterford. Carrick- 
fergns, Belfast, Newry and Skibbereen. 
Hundreds ot fishing boats are missing and 
wrecks are reported; in addition the har- 
bors-are fllled.witli weather-bound vessels. 
Much loss has also been caused to live 
etock, and considerable damage has been 
done to houses and to produce. The land- 
ing stagn at Londonderry I/as vanished 
and the steam ferry was sunk. 


Wreck of the Hampshire. 


During tho height of the gale Saturday 


Evening the_ steamer 
Hampshire 
was 


driven ashore In Strives and was pounded 
to pieces; 21 of the Hampshire's crew 
were drowned; only one man reached the 
shore alive. The Hampshire belonged to 
Glasgow and was of 2597 registered tons. 
She lelt Liverpool on Thursday last and 
was going to Cardiff for coal. 
She was 


commanded by Captain Weir. 
Such was 


tho fury of the gale she encountered that 
the stonrner became olrhost unmanageable 
from the outset; the bolts were torn from 
the stanchions to which a spar crank head 
wa3 fastened, loosening the latter and 
causing it to penetrate tbe ship's side. 


The coastguardsmen of St. Ives have 


already since "tiler commencement ot the 
gale rescued 40 seamen and officers by 
means of the rocket apparatu.3. 


Many Vessels h'avo sonsht shelter, badly 


damaged under the ledge ot high, jutting 
cliffs of the channel, and at least two ves- 
sels are known to hove been lost on the 
Goodwin sands. The Deal lifeboats went 
to the assistance of one of the crews of 
these vessels, but were compelled to re- 
turn without having been able to rescue 
any o£ tbe endangered seamen, as both-ves- 
sels disappeared before the lifeboats could 
get alongside of them. 


Nine vessels were stranded between 


Grimsby and Cleathorps on Saturday, nnd 
two ot these were dashed to pieces during 
tbe night So fearful was the sea that the 
lifeboat was unable to leave the harbor, 
though its crew made several attempts to 
ilo so. and lost their coxswain daring one 
of these attempts. 


Several steamers and a number of sail- 


ing vessels are in distress off Spurn Head, 
nt the entrance of the Humber river, 
Yorkshire. 


2ion-s From TarmoutL, 


The schooner 
Wicklasses has 
been 


wrecked near Yarmouth and flvo of her 
jrcw were drowned while the boat lay on 
B ledge of rocks, pounding to pieces in full 
view of thousands ol spectators who were 
utterly naable to be of any assistance to 
the drowning men. It was impossible to 
launch the lifeboat on account of the tre- 
mendous sea and the schooner was too for 
out to be leached by the rocket line. 


Considerable anjcioty is felt for the safety 


eftbe large Yarmouth herring fleet, as 
well as for a number of Scotch "fishing 
boats which had just started for home 
when the j?ale burst over tho coast, and 
which hava not been heard from since. 
Lifeboats rescued tho crews of thrca 
schooners Saturday and yesterday, and 
saved 12 men from drowning, .putting to 
sea in the face of a-blindins onbwitorm. 


JIuch damage has been done to shipping 


and several small boats have been sunk in. 
the Tyne. Two tourists steamers on Lake 
'Windemera foundered during the gale, 
bnt no lives are reported to have been lost. 


Scnrboroncb Under Water. 


The streets of Scarborough, tha well- 


known watering place, are filled with de- 
bris. Seventeen fishing smacks had not 
returned up to late last night, and the 
preatest anxiety was felt for their safety. 


The steamer Rose went ashore near 


Spreeton Cliff, where tlio coastgnardsmen 
managed -to fire a rocket line over lier, 
and the crew; were rescued.

Two 
cbldlers nttemptod'to'cross Fortsdown hill 
near Portsmouth and were found dead in 
the snow. The gale continued all Jay yes- 
terday. 


It is said that six vessels were stranded 


off Holyhead. 
In ,addition, six vessels 


have been, eeen showing signals of dis- 
tress, and two of the latter have already 
foundered. 


The trailer Dauntless was wrecked at 


Downreay, near Thurso, Caithness, Scot- 
land, and seven of her crew'of eight were 
drowned. 


Up to midnight tho reports received 


make the total numbor of deaths from 
drowning during tho pale as 134, and this 
without reckoning tho crews of several 
vessels which have been seen to founder 
off tho cdfaSt Tho total fatalities, irre- 
spective ofi'tbe numerous crews of missing 
fishing Hoots, are cs'timntedit quite 200.

new tariff bill than Representative Stevens 
of Anilover, and on no member, not even 
excepting Chairman Wilson, bas so much 
of tbe burden of the work been thrown 
•ays a correspondent. 


Mr. Stevens is the only member of the 
committee who Ss a practical woolen manu- 
facturer, and whose Iqng business ex- 
perience has made him a thorough master 
of every detail connected with the manu- 
facture and sale of woolen goods and tex- 
tiles. 
As the basis of the new tariff bill is 
practically free wool, and with free wool 
necessarily followed a complete and thor- 
ough revision of the woolen schedule, Mr. 
Stevens baa been in constant demand and 
his services have been acknowledged by 
other members of the committee to be sim- 
ply invaluable. 


He baa worked day and night over the 


bill and has attended every meeting of the 
sub-committee. 


Not only was he in charge of tbe wool 


schedule, but the new duties on cot- 
tons were placed in his hands, and in con- 
nection with these schedules were numer- 
ous collateral items which were referred to 
litm. 
Through it all Mr. Stevens bas preserved 
his even manner for which he is famous 
and has not allowed himself to be worried 
either by the Immensity of the task or by 
by belnc; forced to listen to the demands of 
manufacturers who were at alt times trying 
to tell him what should be done. 


He attributes bis good health and ability 


for hard work to his regular life and daily 
exercise, and there are few men, although 
much his junior in years, who can accom- 
plish so much, or who are able to make 
better time between the capitol and the 
Arlington hotel, where be lives. 


JMr. Stevens very seldom uses the street

But Guess Work. 


THE 
HAS NOT YET BEEN 


RESTORED. 


Provisional Government is Probably 


Firmly Bntrenohed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. ao.—The state de- 


partment ia less disposed now than ever 
to take the public into its confidence on 
the Hawaiian question. In considering 
the news by the Australia it should be 
unclerntootl I ant much that baa been pub- 
lished during the past two weeks has been 
pure conjecture aud surmise. 


The fact ia that those In the confidence 


of the administration have felt and ex 
pressed the utmost assurance that the 
Australia would bring new* that ex-Queen 
Lilinokalanl had already been restored to 
tbe throne. 
Ast<er ions as to Minister 


Willis' instructions have been almost 
wholly inferences from this and from the 
expressions in Secretary Greabam's pub- 
lished letter. 


Tbe information as to these Instructions 


WHS received from what was believed to bo 
thoroughly trustworthy authority. 
Tbis 


was thuc Miimter Willis was to seek to 
'fiduce the provisional government to give 
imy to the restoration of the ex-queen, but 
ivaa to employ no force, waiting for fur- 
ther iustnn t.ons if he found it necessary. 


It Is possible that Minister Willis has 


become convinced to his entire satisfaction, 
without having laid the matter before 
President Dole, that the provisional govern- 
ment cannot be displaced without force, 
aud ao has determined to wait for further 
instructions. 
Ic seems certain, at all 


event*, that President Dole had no sus- 
picion when (he Australia sailed that it 
was the purpose of Minister Willis to re- 
store the queen. 


More Guesswork. 


It has been the chief fearof the friends of 


tbe provisional government in this coun- 
try that, in its ignorance of public senti- 
ment here and tbe first shock of tbe 
threatened action by th« United States, it 
would j laid its authority. It is true, how- 
ever, that for some time past tbe provi 
sionnl government has abandoned all hope 
of favorable action by the present admin- 
istration towards aunexntion and has b ea 
considering means to put itself on A per- 
manent footing. 


It may be that tbe public and press have 


come to a wrong conclusion aa to the ex- 
tent of Minister Willis' instructions. 
They have supposed thnt Secretary Gresh- 
am's letter declaring what he thought 
ought to be done and President Cleve- 
land's declaration that he agreed with tbe 
secretary's opinion meant that they bad 
determined to proceed with what they de- 
clared ought to be done. 


Some people believe that the publication 
must have been intendtd as an appeal to 
public opinion for information as to tbe 
course to pursue. The eboice seems to lie 
between this opinion and tbe one th"jb 
Minister Willis has found it impracticable 
to carry out instructions to restore the 
queen without using means he was not 
prepared to employ. 


It Is con«i'lered that the chances of ac- 


tion by Minister Willis to restore the queen 
will be lessened after tbe news of the re- 
ception accorded Secretary Gresbam'a let- 
ter in this country is read in the islands. 


Willis Weakened. 


A prominent Democratic senator, a mem- 


ber of the foreign relations committee, 
who declined to permit the use of his 
name, said last night: 


"It seems very clear to me that Mr. Wil- 


lis has encountered a state of affairs in 
Hawaii which he bad nut been led to ex- 
pect and -which his instructions did not 
cover. He found evidently when he reached 
the islands that the provisional ttovern- 
ment was disposed to withstand all over- 
tures for the restoration of the queen, and 
far better prepared than had been sup- 
posed to resist any pressure to replace her 
upon the throne. I t'ive private advices 
of the best character that President Dole 
has a well 'equipped force of 400 or 500 men 
who will stanrt by the present government 
to the utmost limit. 


"Now I think tbe inference is justified 


that when Minister Willis found this 
well-equipped and determined force, and 
when he dlncovered that the feeling of the 
Intelhg'-nt people of the island wns favor- 
able to the present government, he weak- 
ened in his determination to reseat the 
queen upon her throne. If, indeed, the 
Dole administration displayed a determi- 
nation to maintain its position by force of 
arms, there was nothing for Mr. Willis to 
do but change his plans and ask for further 
instructions. 
"To bavt> persisted in landing the 


marines for the purpose of forcing a change 
of government would have been an act of 
war, pure and simple, and no sane man 
can believe that President Cleveland ever 
contemplated any such move as that. 
"I see that some of the newspapers have 


put this construction upon what they con- 
sider the president's instructions, but it 
mast be borne in mind that these instruc- 
tions have never been made public." 


The senator expressed the view that the 


islands ought to be annexed to the United 
States, and said their government could 
be made simple and easy by constituting 
them a part of tbe state of California.

THK NEW BOULEVARD 


Seeoncl Hearlusr Upon It at the Couvt 


House Today. 


Tbe second bearing on the matter of ex- 


tending tbe boulevard was held before the 
county commissioners at the court bouse 
tbis morning.

J. V.Meigs, Ihe first speaker, told of 


the advantages to be derived by the farmers 
if this road is put through. Ho also told 
how the introduction of the elevated road 
had brought considerable property into tbe 
market In New York, and was of tbe 
opinion that tbe construction of tbe ex- 
tension of tbe boulevard would have a 
like effect on property in this vicinity. 


Edward Howe of Tyngsboro said that 


the valuation of property had increased 
since the boulevard was constructed. It 
is a fact that rapid transit and tbe con- 
struction of these roads increase valuation. 
Mr. Mills, the county engineer, said that 


about two thirds of tbe proposed exten- 
sion will He in Tyngsboro. The extension 
is 4 miles long, and tbe cost oi construc- 
tion would be about $7500 per 
mile, 


making a total rost of #30,000; so tiiat 
$20,000 would be expended in the con- 
struction of that part of the extension 
lying in Tyngsboro. 


Channing Wbittaker said that the only 


anxiety felt by tbe people of Tyugsboro 
was lest tbe expense be cast upon the 
town.

tors and sub-contractors, and an opinion of the 
former attorney general of the Vnited States is 
being used as authority for violating tbe Jaw, 
said opinion being central y to the spirit and in- 
terest of the law, therefore be it 
Besolved, That we call upon our senators and 
representatives to institute inquiries Into all vio- 
lations of the law; and he it further 
.Resolved, That »o call upon confjress.if present 
law is proven, as claimed by government officials 
and contractors, to either amend the present law 
BO as to make it effective or enact a new law 
which shall be effective, and if not defeotive.thon 
to require the law to be carried into full force 
by the officials of the government whose duty 
it is to carry out the laws enacted by congees*.

necessarily followed a complete and thor- 
ough revision of the woolen schedule, Mr. 

In constant demand and 
his services have been acknowledged by 
other members of trie committee to be sim- 
ply invaluable^ 
He has worked day and night over the 


bill and has attended every meeting of the 
sub-committee. 


Not only was he in charge of the wool 


schedule, but the new duties on cot- 
tons were placed in his hands, and in con- 
nection with these schedules were numer- 
ous collateral items which were referred to 
Lira. 


Throngb it all Mr. Stevens has preserved

It has been the chief fear of thefriends o£ 


tbo provisional government in this coun- 
try that, in its ignorance of public senti- 
ment here and the first shock of the 
threatened action by thn United States, it 
would ji«ld its authority. It is true, bow- 
ever, that for some time past the provi- 
sional Kovernmeriii has abandoned all hope 
of favorable action by tbe present admin- 
istration towards aimexnfcion aud bus bjen 
considering means to put itself on a per- 
manent footing. 


It may be thnt tbe public and press have 


come to a wrong conclusion HH to the ex- 
tent of Minister 
Willis1 instructions. 


They cave supposed thnt Secretary Gresh- 
ani's letter declaring what be tboUKht 
ought to be done aad President Cleve- 
land's declaration that be agreed with the 
secretary's opinion meaut that they bad 
determined to proceed with \vlint they de- 
clared ongbr to be done. 


Some people believe that the publication 


must bave been intended as an. appeal to 
public opinion for information 03 to tbe 
course to pursue.

A prominent Democratic senator, a mem-

"It seems very clear to me tbat Mr. Wil- 


lis has encountered ft state of affairs in 
Hawaii which he had not been led to ex- 
pect and whi^li his instructions did not 
cover. Ho found evidently when he reached 
tbe islands that the provisional govern- 
ment was disposed to withstand all over- 
tures for the restoration of the queen, and 
far better prepared than had been sup- 
posed to resist any pressure to replace her 
upon the throne. I J-uve private advices 
of the beat cnarncter tbat President Dole 
hns a well-equipped force of 400 or 500 men 
who will stand by tbe present government 
to the utmost limit. 


"Now I think tbe inference is justified 


th«t when Ministnr Willis found chis 
well-equipped and determined force, and 
when he discovered that the feeling of the 
intelligent people of the island wns favor- 
able to the present government, he weak- 
ened in his determination, to reseat the 
queen upon her throne. If, indeed, the 
Dole administration displayed a determi- 
nation to maintain its position by force of 
arms, there was nothing for Mr. Willis to 
do but change his plans and ask for further 
instructions. 


"To have, persisted in landing tha 


marines for the purpose of forcing a change 
of government would have been an act of 
war, pure and simple, and no sane man 
can believe that President Cleveland evei 
contemplated any such move as that. 


"I see that some of the newspapers have 


put this construction upon what they con- 
sider tbe president's instructions, but it 
mast be borne in mind that these instr 
tions have never been made public." 


Tbe senator expressed the view tbat the 


islands ought to be auuexed to the Dnited 
States, and said their government could 
be made simple and easy by constituting 
them a pare of the state of California.

Secojul Hearing Upon it nt tho'-Court 


House Today. 


Tbe second be.irinK on the matter of ex- 


tending Llie boulevard was held before tbe 
county commissioners at the court bouse 
tills morning. About thirty persons were 
present when the hearing was opened. 


J. "V.Meigs, the first speaker, told of 


the advantages to be derived Liy the farmers 
if this road is put throiiffh. . He ' also told 
liow the introduction of the elevated road 
had brought considerable property into the 
market in New York, and was of the 
opinion that the construction of the ex- 
tension of the boulevard would have a 
like effect on property in this vicinity. 


Edward Howe of Tyngaboro said that 


the valuation of property bad increased 
since tlm boulevard was constructed. 
It 


is a fact [hat rapid transit and tbe con- 
struction of these roads increase valuation. 


Mr. Mills, the county engineer, said that 


about two thirds of the proposed exten- 
sion will lie in TyuRSboro. The extension 
is 4 miles long, and the cost of construc- 
tion would be about £7500 per 
mile, 


making a total noat of .£30,000; so that 
S20,000 would be expended in LUe con- 
struction of that part of the extension 
lying in Tyngsboro.

A REVIEW OF THE: CRIME COM- 


MITTED LAST YEAH. 


It Puzzled the Policemen

BROCKTON, Mass., Nov. 20.—Edward F. 


Luddy, John F. Mahev and Michael Smith 
were arrested Saturday evening by tbe 
Brockton police, charged with tbe murder 
of Collins Leamaa ia Brockton on April 
86, 189S. lie Forest W. O'Connor, who 
claims to belong iu Maine, is also held as 
a witness in tho case. 


Luddy is 33 years old and a luster by 


trade. Maher ia a shoe stock sorter, S3 
fears old, aud Smith is a shoemaker. All 
are familiar characters in the police court, 
but have never before been charged with 9 
crime of such, magnitude as that which 
now confronts'them. 


Story of the Crime. 


It will be remembered that this murder 
•us the sensation of this vicinity for 
months. 
Detectives were employed, re- 


wards were offered, the whole police force 
worked hard and long on the case, but 
nothing resembling a clue resulted. 


Collins Leaman wus a barber who had 


rooms in Satuckot block on Mam street in 
this city. He was an honest and indus- 
trious man, and had a wife and two chil- 
dren, and resided on West Elm street. 


On the night of April £0, 1893, Leaman 


left hia fooms about 10 o'clock. He wns 
alub-footed, and his walk homeward was 
necessarily slow. West EIn> street is a 
Que residential section, but at that time 
tho street, tifter passing the causeway 
which runs across the Howard pond, was 
only dimly lighted by incandescent lamps. 


On the right, just beyond the pond, a 


new street, now known as Lexington 
street, led to the right from West Elm 
street, and before reaching ib Leaman had 
to pass under thu shadow oC trees. 
Here 


he was assaulted and probably rendered 
insensible. He was robbed of two"watches 
and a small amount of money—all posses- 
sions of any value about .his person—and 
then dragged around tbe corner into Lcx- 
inutou street and thrown down an em- 
bankment somo eight feet high, where he 
apparently laid for some time1 unconscious. 


Later two men passing up West Elm 


street heard a call for help, and looking 
over a picket fence into tho field whore 
Leaman had been thrown, they saw him 
in a dazed condition attempting to find a 
place where he could gee through the 
fence nround the cud of which he had been 
dragged. 
Died the Next Day. 


He was helped to reach tbe street and 


taken to hia home, but could give no state- 
ment of tbe facts of the assault, except to 
vaguely repeat that some one struck him. 
His injuries were found to be of a critical 
nature, his skull bemg fractured by one 
or more terrible blows, and he soon sank 
into a wholly unconscious state, from 
which he never rallied, and death ensued 
during the next forenoon. 
Witnesses were found who heard some* 


thing of tbo uoiso of the assault, but who 
did uot at that time realize what it waa.
